Hall agreed to be taped and I have the tapes if my recollection of specific 
contents is no longer clear. There was in even bio account indefiniteness about 
much of the story. It did not amount to a denial. 

However, I can conceive of no need for any communications system and if the 
so-called umbrella man was ono then there was only confusion and abominal planning 
because there were two of them and on how many different objects can a single man 
keep his eye on and be ready to shoot?
